''BETTER TERMS." 

The Dominion sui pi u i for tlio curruiil 
yeur will exceed §11,000,000 ! Sucli is 
the context uf a brief Ottawa dispatch. 
'I'lie ehiatieity of the revenue has auFpris- 
ed oven thuae who framed the financial 
policy of till) govornnient. Tlio surplus 
of 1881-2 \v!ia a triilo over §4,000,000. 
The increase, thorofiue, in one year is 
fully S7, 000,000. Thi.s is a very larj^e 
sum luul it must bu borne in mind thaL 
it is'in 0XC03.S of ainiiing fund and inter- 
est which were provided for in the Esti- 
mates la.-it so3.si<in. The ufFairs of thocoun- 
(ry may be truly aaid tii bo in a ino.st 
lloarisliing condition. The uutlnok could 
not bo bettor in a country that has spent 
large aunia of money in the development 
of its internal reaouices. In Great Bri- 
tain when tlioro ia lui extraordinary sur- 
phia, it ia employed in tho reduotlou of 
ta.xation and debt; but in tho Dominion 
they employ the diireronco between the 
two coliimi)3 of revenue and expenditure 
ill tho advancement of public ontorpriaes. 
We bolieve we are correct in the state 
ment that all the I'roviacos, save Britisli 
Columbia, have secured "better terms" 
tliaii Ihoau with which they entered the 
Dominion. Manitoba, year before last, 
j,'ot u considerable increase iu its aubaidy; 
Nova Scotia has twice .secured an increase 
and is now meditating a third demand ; 
and the intcreata of Kew Brunswick and 
Quebec in the same direction have been 
carefully advanced. In place of bettor 
terma this I'roviuce lias really worse 
terms than when it entered the confedera- 
tion. In 137;? tho annual sub.sidy paid 
the Province by the Dominion was §229,- 
000. To-day it is but §207,000. The 
shrinkage is due to the policy of the late 
local govcrmncnt which withdrew a por- 
tion ot tlie ca[iital sum upon wliioh llie 
I'l-jiviueo was paid interest by the Dcmiin- 
ion government and " sowed it broad 
eaat. " On all sides it ia conceded tliat 
the Dominion ia heavily indebted to the 
Province for delays iu railway conatriic- 
tion. Hail way work should bavo been 
commenced in 1873, but the first sud was 
not turned until 1S80. It is therefore 
ureauined tleit in any negoti.ations which 
may be opened for tlie conslructiun of tlie 
Island railway, and tho completion of the 
dry dock, the oiiening of tho railway 
lands, the (luestion of compensation will 
not be lost sight of. Whether compensa- 
tion should bo in a lump sum in hard 
cash, or take the form of an increasu in 
tho annual subsidy, ia not known at pre 
«ont. The government are keenly aii»e 
to the importance of speedily settling all 
the points which tiieir predecessors main- 
tained as open aores to tho groat profit of 
fhcm.selves individually, but to tho mani- 
fest injury of tho country. The idea so 
vehemently aJvancod in certain quartcra 
that the Dominion ia t > give all and take 
nothing ia too absurd for discussion. 
Such wa» the basis on which the late 
ministry always began nei,'(.tiation3 and 
tliat was why their ollbrt.? always camo to 
naught. The new govorntnont liave taken 
office with the avowed intention of settl- 
ing, if jiossible, tlir important questions 
wiiich were rather retarded than advanc- 
ed by Beaveii & Co. There is every 
reaaoj] to believe that succesa will crown 
tlioir efforts, and iliat so far from the 
Doinininn government being adverse to 
;i aettlement or svishing to deny this Pro- 
vince its just rights, they are prepared 
to treat with it on a fair and equitable 
basis for new and bettor terms.

YATES STREET OPENING . 

Next to tlie ijueatiun uf sewerage Iho 
opening up of Yaloa street is the most 
important matter that will occupy tho at- 
tention of the recently elected municipal 
council for tho current year. This is not 
.•I now propoaition by any nieana, and suc- 
cessive councils for three years past have 
given it more or less consideration. 
Through the strenuous exertions of some 
of last year's councillors, the question as- 
sumed a tangible sh!i[)o and when tlie hito 
government gave "better torina " than 
wero asked for or expected, tlie friends of 
tlii project considered it a fait aecoinpU: 
The aaying that " nothing is certain in 
this uncertain world," met wuli another 
exemplification ; and a judge of the .Su- 
premo court decided that the school re- 
serve is inviolable, tiiat the government 
exceeded their powors and that notliing 
phort of an act of parliament ca;i intor- 
fore with it. After considerable inoiier 
had been spent, therefore, further pro- 
gress was barred by an injunction, and it 
now becomes tho duty of tho city fathers 
to get a short bill jjaased by tho legisla- 
ture now ill session and then proceed 
with this long-looked-for improvement. 
Before the bill is presented it will be ne- 
ccaaary for tho council to decide on a 
line of route for tho street. Three dif- 
ferent line.s are spoken of, namely: a con- 
tinuation through the n-servo onaatraight 
line and leaving a guro to tho north ; aoc- 
ondly, following tho line of tho reserve 
and by so doing niako ii slight deflection 
to the north, but still taking tho whole 
width of the street from the reserve; or 
carrying it atill furtlier to tho north and 
taking fifty feet from theH. B. Co. 'a pro- 
perty and the other lifty from the reserve. 
Without entering into tho relative merits 
of thcae linea it will suffice to aay that the 
laat mentioned line will bo the most ex- 
pensive on account of heavy blastini;, 
wliile the lirat mentioned will be the leaat 
o.Njxiiisive lis tliun,' i.H little or no rock to 
(leal with. 'I'lie couiae that tho .street 
shail taJve i:i, hov.cvei', of secondary con- 
flideratioii ao long as it ia carried through 
to Oadboro Bay road. The enhanced 
value which this necessary improvement 
will give to tlie 11. B. Co.'s property, 
would certainly \v:irrant a good contribu- 
tion from that corjioration in aid of mak- 
ing the Htroot, aliouid not half the width 
bo required from th«ir ground. Town 
lots, now_ inacjessible, would tlien com- 
mund high prices, a.s for residonccs a 
more delightful or conimandiiig location

HIS WIDOW'S TESTIMONY. 

(London Times, Jan. :iril.) 
.Mrs. Ada Iv.lwardo.s, wiilow of the 
decoH.sed, .stated that he hud been de- 
|)rt:s.sod for .some time past in coii.se 
ijuencu of hi.s practice, which had di.s- 
aiqioiatcd liim, iiiid about which ho 
had been deceived to a shocking ex- 
tent. Ife had been unable to sleep 
for .some days previous to his dcnlli. 
and on Monday uiglit she gavt^ him 
a sloopiiig draught, whicli had the tle- 
siretl effect. Sho had gone to beii 
when her husband rottinied from Dr. 
Whitoinai'sh's early mi Weilnesih-iy morn- 
ing last. He and the a.s.sist.aiit, Mr. t;;ir- 
rett, camo u[) into licr beilroom. anil her 
husband appeared lo bo utterly eru.shed. 
Sho had no hesitation whatuvi.'r in aaying 
that his ntorview with Dr. Whitemarah 
caused his death. Ue told her it was the 
hideous fact of Dr. \\ lutinarflli stating 
his intention of si, Hiding uji iiomnst him 
insteaii of supporiino ium th;it caused 
him to break down, lu her presence Mr. 
(Jarrott strongly a.Uised luiii to accept 
Dr. Whitmarah's oiler iiainoly i'.'iOO, to 
turn out. Her husband and Mr. Oarrett 
went dowii.stairs, and after tho bitter had 
left she beu'ged him to take some rest 
She sub.seipu-nlly atlvisetl him lo drivi' 
up to town in the early iiiornniL; ami see 
her father, a.s ho said he would do, and 
then return to .•pe Dr. \Vhitiuarjh .and 
.Mr. Lay, solicitor, al Brentford ])olice 
court with reforonco to a certain warrant. 
Sho then returned to her bedroom, .and 
had not been there more than ten mm 
ute.s, when she heard two or three groans 
and some one kuocK iiig again.it the tire- 
inuis downstairs She rushed ihnvn and 
found her hiiabaml seated in an armchair 
in tho dining room in an unconscious 
state. She imniodiately wen', lor Dr. 
Hall, aijd on her return sho saw an emptv 
bottle on the table. Her IiUHliand diti 
not reg.iin consciousness, ami tiled with- 
in about oight or ten iniiiutirs i>f her ru 
turn. .-Vbout half-past 8 of the same 
mornino Iut servant found in the drawer 
of tho deceased a letter in his handwrit- 
ing addrosaod to tho Middle.-.e.\ .Weriuiri/ 
and markod "iinpcu tant. " ,Sbe did not 
know who found the paper produced. 
Mr. Lewis said he shoubl like the letter 
re, id.

A Now Shoo-naakln£r Invention. 

A Boston shoemaker has invented a 
process wdiicli is said to be viu-y aiiiqile, 
l)ut decidedly practicable, as il is eipially 
applicable to ladies' work as to that of 
heavy work for men. Heretofore, in the 
manufacture of hand-sowed work, the up- 
pur leather, which remains after sewing 
tho welt to the inner side, has either been 
cut offer tacked down and the space till 
ed, but by tho new method the iqiper, 
after having been faatened to the sole, is 
turned back over the wult, and in turn is 
again sowed to the outer sole, thus mak- 
ing the boot doubly strong and making it 
virtually waterproof. In case a poor inner 
sole is used, so that tho sewing gives way, 
tho welt still acta as a lever and there is 
no possibility of the upper pulling out. 
In the manufacturo of common work for 
women, where machines aro used, there 
is a rough seam left on the inside of the 
shoe which is decidedly uncomfortable to 
the wearer, whereas if made by tho pro- 
cess alluded to the inside of the boot ia 
loft perfectly smooth. Then, again, by 
the old method nails are used to a great- 
er or leas extent in lasting, which in due 
time give the wearer groat di.^comfort, 
but this is entirely obviated by tho new 
process, as no nails are used, ns the upper 
does not require to be fastened to the in- 
ner sole except by the sewing.
